: The contributions assigned to ‘the different 
provinces, by the ‘Government towards the 
defrayment of the’ indemnity consequent, upon 
ithe late war, are too larye and it is impossible 
for'us to find sufficient money to meet them, 
At present, the people in general are pitlably 


poor and listressed and the commerce of the |* 


country is in a’ sad and decayed | condition, 
Almost all ovr merchfinis and tradesmen have 
been Tuined by the: late war. All available 
means and ways for vaising funds in the 
different provinces for the benefit of the 


Government have: been put in full force in > 


late years and, the wealth’ of the ‘people has 
been drained to the’ extreme point and it is 
impossible for them to endure any ‘more 
demands. * Ifnew methods are to be devised 
to scrape from the people the little wealth that 
is-still left, the money thereby derived will not 
be ‘sufficient’ to meet the. new indemnity: 
Moreover, the revenue produced by the likin 
on salt and on. general merchandise in the five 
maritime provinces has been already’ appro; 
priated for repaying old debts 5, consequently i in 
recent’ years, these provinces’ have not been’ 
able to find means to. meet the ordinary cone 
tributions to the Imperial Exchequer in Peking.
